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REPORT OF THE WATER COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Raymond: 


The following report of the Raymond Water Works 
Co., Inc., is graciously submitted. 


As an introduction to this report we Commission- 
ers would like to bring to your attention the true name 
of your municipal water department, the Raymond Wa- 
ter Works Co., Inc. This name should be kept as such. 


In our financial report you will notice that the pay- 
ments are listed under various headings. Now the rea- 
son for that is that in the year 1937 the water depart- 
ment spent the sum of $150.00 to F. L. Willis & Co. to 
set up a system of books acceptable to the Public Serv- 
ice Commission, Concord, N. H., as required by law. As 
far as the books show, which were turned over to us, 
this system was followed for about two years, then dis- 
continued. It has been the practice in past years to 
hire a competent accountant to make up Public Service 
Commission Report. This year we have revived that 

‘system and so in making a report of payments we 
merely copied from our books of cash disbursements. 
We recommend that this system of bookkeeping be 
continued, for F. L. Willis & Co. did an excellent job. 


The only debt of the Raymond Water Works Co., 
Inc., is as follows: 


Total Debt, $8,400 00 
Methodist Society $2,800 (last payment June 17, 1954) 
Mabel Poor 4,000 (last payment Dec. 17, 1948) 
Will Gile 1,600 (last payment Dec. 17, 1950) 


These bonds are paid on the 17th of June and 17th 
of December each year. They are of $400.00 value 
each. Two bonds are paid each year. They go by 
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numbers and are paid accordingly. The rate of inter- 
est is 4%. 


From these figures you can see that your water de- 
partment is now in a good financial condition and with 
good management and proper planning the water de- 
partment should be an excellent asset to the town, fi- 
nancially speaking. 


Now is as good a time as any to speak of rates. 
Our rates, although they seem high and are a little 
above average, yet there are many water systems 
throughout the state which charge much more for wa- 
ter. Fifteen per cent was added to our rates to help 
pay for the new system and that is now paid for. This 
leaves a question in your minds, why not take the 15% 
off ? We Commissioners have talked this over and have 
given it serious thought and reached the following con- 
clusions: 


First, a 15% reduction would not make a tremen- 
dous difference to the majority of water takers and es- 
pecially in these times when business is good and wages 
are high, people can, let us say, “afford it.” 


Secondly, we want to look ahead into the future. 
In all the previous years no reserve has ever been 
made for this problem of depreciation. “All public 
utilities in New Hampshire are required by Statute 
(Revised Laws of New Hampshire, chapter 289, sec- 
tion 9) to carry an adequate depreciation account, 
whenever the Commission determines that a deprecia- 
tion account can reasonably be required, and such ac- 
count must conform to such rules, regulations, and 
forms as may be prescribed by the Commission and 
further, public utilities are prohibited (Revised Laws 
of New Hampshire, chapter 289, section 11) from de- 
claring or paying dividends except out of net corporate 
income and except after setting aside a depreciation 
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reserve if required by the Commission.” May we show 
just a few?

Our water system was incorporated in 1893. From 
these figures you can draw your own conclusions. We 
are not trying to say that our system is all worn out 
and that we need new equipment for our present equip- 
ment will last a long time, barring unforeseen acci- 
dents. Yet the time is coming when it will have to be 
replaced. How will we meet it? Have a special town 
meeting, go bonded and pay interest for years, or shall 
we build up a reasonable reserve? This illustrates our 
second point. 


Thirdly, there are some things that should be done 
as soon as conditions warrant it. Call it post-war plan- 
ning if you care to. The standpipe must be painted; 
the longer it goes the more it is going to cost. This 
does not require any large sum of money yet it has 
to be done and money should be saved for that purpose. 
There is a problem, however, which should be serious- 
ly considered, in post-war years, and it will cost a few 
thousand dollars. That problem is reducing our pump- 
ing bills which are the biggest item of our yearly ex- 
pense. This problem was recommended by Weston & 
Samson, the consulting engineers, when the new pump 
house and well was installed. At that time the cost 
was estimated around $4,000.00. The Commissioners 
at that time felt that so much money was already in- 
volved that they would set it aside for some future 
date. This plan calls for a pipe line to be laid from 
the present pump house across the river and tie into 
the main somewhere on Harriman Hill Road. By do- 
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ing this the water would be pumped into the system by 
two ways. Hence, reducing friction, giving much fast- 
er pumping and much better water for those. users on 
that side of the town. We dare say that this might 
cut our pumping bills in half. When this condition 
arrives why not a GOOD rate reduction then? 


We have utilized the old pump house as a storage 
place for company equipment. By doing this it is no 
longer necessary for things to be stored here and there 
as they have been in the past. Money has been spent 
for equipment and not having had a proper storage 
place for it, it has been lost or misplaced. We hope 
by next spring to have shelves, cupboards, etc., built 
and not only our equipment but records and reports 
can also be stored in an orderly manner. 


Our. fixed assets ending January 31, 1948, amount 
to $62,303.01. This sum of money involves consider- 
able equipment. Some of this can be shown under 
Plant Statistics, comprising the following, without tak- 
ing into consideration buildings, land, etc. We Com- 
missioners thought these might be of interest to you.

We were very fortunate in the past year in hav- 
ing only three leaks to repair. Remember that a leak 
the size of a common pin will waste about 65,000 gal- 
lons of water in a year. A leak the size of a match 
will waste nearly 400,000 gallons a year and a leak the 
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size of a lead pencil means the loss of approximately 
1,500,000 gallons of water in a year. 


We had the relocation of two services and one new 
service. 


Considerable time was spent this past year in flush- 
ing hydrants on the “‘dead-end” mains and by doing so 
not only cleared our pipes of rust but improving. the 
water on those lines. We want to thank the fire de- 
partment for the use of hose and the assistance of 
some members who gave their time and at no cost to 
the water department. Flushing ‘‘dead-ends” is ex- 
tremely important and we recommend that it be thor- 
oughly done at least twice a year. 


Your water was tested at the State Department of 
Health, Division of Chemistry and Sanitation, four 
times this year and we wish to report that the tests all 
came back as GOOD. 


Finally may we speak of collections? Money com- 
ing in is what makes your water department operate 
and in the large majority of users we want to thank 
you for your excellent cooperation and prompt pay- 
ments this year. However, there are some, who for a 
reason we cannot explain, just don’t want to pay their 
water bills. Probably we Commissioners have made 
ourselves obnoxious to some by constantly sending no- 
tices and insisting on payments. Delinquent water 
bills create an unfortunate and unpleasant situation 
and in fairness to others your Commissioners are duty 
bound to take drastic action. We followed this course 
last year and it must be drastically continued in the 
coming year. Now the average home pays $21.48 a 
year for water. Yes, $21.48 a year for water at your 
finger tips and all you want, not gallons, but tons of it. 
Turn your water off for a day and see what the home 
is like. Mr. John Doe also spends in a year approxi- 
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mately $65.70 for cigarettes. Roughly speaking your 
department pumped 75,000,000 gallons last year.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Raymond: 


In submitting his fifteenth annual report the Su- 
perintendent considers the employment and retention 
of qualified teachers the major problem now involved 
in the further maintenance of your elementary and 
secondary schools. This is especially true in the high 
school. Statistics recently issued by the U. S. Office 
of Education show that in the nation at large twenty- 
eight thousand teaching positions have been abandoned. 
Approximately 200,000 teachers have left the profes- 
sion since we entered the war in 1942. 


Within the year it has been necessary to employ 
six new members to maintain your staff of eleven full- 
time teachers. 


In September, Miss Muriel E. Small of York Vil- 
lage, Maine, replaced Miss Elizabeth Oliver as teacher 
of English and French. Miss Small received her Bach- 
elor’s Degree from Bates in 1948. In addition to teach- 
ing five language classes she coaches debating and girls’ 
basketball. 


Mrs. Grace E. Kerr of Putney, Vermont, succeeded 
Miss Helen E. Robinson in the commercial department. 
Mrs. Kerr is a graduate of the three-year course at 
Plymouth and has taught commercial subjects for sev- 
eral years in the Kennett High School of Conway. She 
also has professional credits from Keene, Bay Path In- 
stitute, and the University of New Hampshire. This 
year she is taking Saturday courses at Boston Univer- 
sity. Besides her four commercial classes Mrs. Kerr is 
teaching seventh grade classes in English and social 
science. 
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In the elementary school Mrs. Elizabeth A. Jack- 
son succeeded Mrs. Ann T. Price in the second grade 
room. Mrs. Jackson is a graduate of the two-year 
course at Keene where she also attended the summer - 
session in 1943. She was recently employed as pri- 
mary teacher in Fremont. 


Miss Althea A. Boutwell of Concord, a 1943 gradu- 
ate of the four-year course at Keene, was selected to 
teach grades three and four. Previous to her gradua- 
tion Miss Boutwell taught as a cadet in the primary 

grades in Bow Center. 


To care for a very large enrollment in the inter- 
mediate grades, Mrs. Madeleine C. Waterhouse was Sse- 
lected in September to teach a group of approximately 
thirty pupils from grades four and five. Following her 
graduation from Keene in 1929, Mrs. Waterhouse was 
a teacher in the primary grades in Winchester. 


In January, 1944, Headmaster Hammond A. Young 
was released to accept professional promotion, becom- 
ing the Superintendent of Schools in New Hampshire 
Supervisory Union No. 36, including the school districts 
of Madison, Ossipee, Brookfield, Effingham, Freedom, 
Middleton, Tamworth, and Wakefield. 


Mr. Webster W. White of Hudson was selected to 
succeed Mr. Young as Headmaster of the Raymond 
High School. Mr. White was graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Connecticut in 1925. He has done graduate 
work at Boston University and received his Master’s 
Degree in Education from the University of New 
Hampshire in 1941. For three years he was a teacher 
in the junior and senior high school of Westport, 
Massachusetts. During the past fifteen years, Mr. 
White has been teaching social science in the Nashua 
Senior High School. 
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It is becoming increasingly difficult for non-resi- 
dent teachers to obtain room and meals under homelike 
conditions. This feature as well as the attraction of 
higher paying positions may at any time result in ad- 
ditional vacancies in our staff of teachers. 


A very complete salary survey, made since Septem- 
ber by Superintendent Parkinson of Derry, finds the 
present average salary of elementary school teachers 
in Southern New Hampshire to be $1,165. 


From a further salary survey of twenty-six school 
unions in New Hampshire, Superintendent Mason of 
Charlestown finds the beginning teacher in high school 
now averaging in salary $1,256, while experienced wom- 
en teachers in high school are averaging $1,513. 


The immediate solution of the teacher problem ap- 
pears in a salary schedule adequate to enlist and re- 
tain the services of married women with professional 
training and experience; and in some instances to em- 
ploy women with teaching experience only, for whom 
special refresher courses are being provided in our 
teachers’ colleges.

Due to the good efforts of your representative, and 
of other representatives from similar districts, in the 
last legislature, sufficient appropriation was secured to 
meet the 1943 demands of state aid for the maintenance 
of elementary schools. As a result Raymond received 
this year its total allotment of $5,086.19. 


Federal Aid received this fiscal year for teachers’ 
salaries and traveling expenses, incurred in the super- 
vision of pupils’ projects by the teachers of Agricul- 
ture and Home Economics, amounted to $1,034.01. This 
state and federal aid, and an increase in Raymond’s 
high school tuition rate of $22.63 per pupil now pro- 
vides annually more than six thousand dollars of school 
revenue. ; 


Through federally sponsored courses for out-of- 
school men and women in War Food Production Train- 
ing, Raymond has received for use in shop and kitchen 
more than two thousand dollars worth of new machin- 
ery and equipment. In this connection your attention 
is called.to the printed reports of your teachers of Agri- 
culture and Home Economics. 


I wish to commend to your attention the brief but 
interesting report of your Headmaster. Significant of 
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Raymond’s interest and continued contribution to avia- 
tion is the fact, mentioned by the Headmaster, that 
three of your senior boys are already listed as Flying 
Cadets and will be called up after graduation. 


Since November the U. 8. Army Air Service Com- 
mand at Patterson Field, Fairfield, Ohio, has loaned to 
Raymond high school for practical demonstration use 
by its Pre-Aviation Ground School and shop classes a 
fully equipped Douglas O-46A Army Observation Air- 
plane. Mr. Andrew Purington, Chief Pilot at the La- 
conia Airport, generously donated to the school his 
hangar at the Raymond Airport. Recently this was 
moved to the high school grounds, and is being used in 
the erection of a hangar of sufficient size to accommo- 
date the army plane and provide shop space for both 
in-school and adult classes in pre-aviation training. 


Enlistment in the armed forces of our country, and 
more frequently the increasing opportunities for indus- 
trial employment have already reduced and must fur- 
ther cut down the number of our young men and wom- 
en who will be graduated from high school. 


A lack of higher educational experience, the free- 
dom to explore talents and interests, and the opportu- 
nity to choose and develop industrial skills, geared to 
the period in which youth is maturing, bodes ill for the 
next generation. 


The growing necessity and responsibility of our 
high schools to make vital and comprehensive its in- 
struction in view of man’s changing environment is well 
expressed in the recent report of the Governor’s Com- 
mittee on Vocational Education. 


“The schools must help man to learn both to make 
a living and to make an art of living. The school must 
be ever ready to help man to make a place for himself 
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—a place not only where he can work but where he can 
work happily and in harmony and understanding with 
his environment and among his friends. 


“These, then, are our responsibilities to youth.”

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REPORT OF HEADMASTER 





To the Superintendent and School Board: 


Since I have been in Raymond only five weeks, I 
feel that any report I may give at this time should be 
confined to those school activities with which I have 
had to deal. 


My first few weeks were devoted primarily to get- 
ting accustomed to the general school routine and get- 
ting acquainted with the teaching staff and students. 
I have found the entire school force very helpful. 


Mr. Russell H. Leavitt, State Inspector, made his 
annual visit on February 8th. He explained many items 
and in his written report gave the high school a good 
rating. - His recommendations will, no doubt, be taken 
up in the Superintendent’s report. 


The basketball teams have enjoyed a successful 
season, winning most of their games and displaying a 
brand of sportsmanship that is a credit to the school 
and town. The boys’ team came close to the top of 
the Class C list and missed a bid to the State Tourna- 
ment by a close margin. I have heard much talk of 
track and baseball, so I presume we can expect to car- 
ry on our spring sports program as in the past. 


Over 90% of the students have bought war stamps 
and bonds during the last three stamp days and the 
school has received a Certificate of Award from the 
Treasury Department with permission to buy and fly 
the Minute Man Flag. 


The physical fitness program is conducted two 
periods each week, the time being divided equally be- 
tween drill and calisthenics. Three of the four senior 
boys are already listed as Flying Cadets and will be 
called up after graduation. 
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The noon lunch has been resumed at the cost of 
fifteen cents per pupil. Many of the students pay for 
their lunches with produce from the farm. 


Plans are now going on with preparations for 
graduation. Mr. Sanderson, the senior class adviser, 
has already made arrangements for photos and is work- 
ing with the class officers on the problem of producing 
a yearbook. 


With the growing need of a strong program to 
combat the rise in juvenile delinquency some attention 
should be given to our local problems. The Parent- 
Teacher Association has already taken the lead by pro- 
moting Thursday evening socials for the children of 
the upper grades. Parents must realize, however, that 
these added activities are of little value unless they re- 
ceive the full support of the community. 


In closing I would like to express my appreciation 
to Mr. Young for the cooperation he has givenme. My 
associations with him in the past make me realize 
that he is well qualified to take his place as a super- 
intendent and I know the students join me in wishing 
him every success.

TEACHER. 





High School Agricultural Classes 


Since January 1, 1943, the agricultural depart- 
ment has seen quite a few changes. 


A year ago the farm shop classes worked inside 
the school shop. The junior and senior group was 
doing forge work and some work in carpentry, while 
the freshman and sophomore group spent most of their 
time in woodworking or jobs pertaining to general farm 
repair and construction. Later both groups were giv- 
en practical experience in laying roofing paper. 


With the coming of spring all of the boys were 
taken to nearby orchards and taught the proper meth- 
ods of pruning both young and bearing fruit trees. As 
far as possible this was done to help someone who was 
really handicapped for help and who asked for-the serv- 
ice first. 


As the season progressed we did more work in the 
classroom to coincide with the outside work until spray- 
ing time. Then it was “nip and tuck” trying to keep 
the school tractor and the spray rig cooperating. 


The summer was well spent by most of the boys, 
with three of them really doing a man’s job on large 
poultry farms. The younger boys worked for local 
farmers as well as carrying on their own projects. 


With the starting of school last fall our enroll- 
ment had increased with five freshmen, but dropped 
when one boy changed his course of study and another 
decided against a future in agriculture. 


Shortly after the beginning of school we were giv- 
en the chance of obtaining a sixteen-inch jointer and a 
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sixteen-inch rip saw with the motors to run them. This 
chance was accepted through the efforts of Superin- 
tendent Harmon. Two weeks after this machinery was 
hauled into the shop and installed, the shop was re- 
wired to take care of the new equipment. 


This equipment greatly enlarges the potential out- 
put of our agricultural department in that we have the 
machinery to edge and joint rough lumber, and to 
handle the heavy hard wood lumber so essential to 
farm building and repair work. 


O.S. Y. A. Courses in War Food Production Training 

Our first War Food Production Training Program 
for Out-of-School-Youth was started in mid-December 
of 1942. To start 19438 we had, through my own bor- 
rowing, and through the War Food Production Train- 
ing Program, a six-inch tilt-top table saw and a four- 
inch jointer, a half-inch electric drill, a high speed 
bench grinder, and an acetylene welding outfit. 


With this equipment and a forty-two-inch lathe 
purchased by the school board earlier in 1942, we suc- 
cessfully completed two thirty-six-hour courses in the 
“Repair, Operation and Construction of Farm Machin- 
ery and Equipment.” : 


These courses are sponsored by the federal govern- 
ment. This includes paying for heat, light, power and 
janitor’s services as well as for the instructor and 
clerk. All necessary equipment is furnished as are all 
supplies essential to general farm repair. New con- 
struction of essential machinery or equipment is en- 
couraged, but the enrollees have to pay for the materi- 
als for new construction, if it requires large amounts 
of materials. 


As the Farm Machinery course is popular only 
during the winter months another course in the ‘“Pro- 
duction, Conservation, and Processing of Food for 
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Farm Families” was started in the early spring with 
Miss Holmes teaching Processing and Conservation and 
the Agricultural Teacher trying to tell the ladies how 
to produce food. 


This course was such a success that another was 
started in June to continue through July and August, 
during the peak of the canning period. During this 
course, aS supervisor, it was among my duties to in- 
stall the hot water tank in the kitchen, requisition sup- 
plies and equipment for handling the produce, and to 
order and bring to the school any fruits and vegetables 
any of the women needed. 


The next repair course, covering seventy-two 
hours, started November ninth. This course was 
started with the idea that everyone interested could 
get their work done during the mid-winter months. 
We had about thirty interested enrollees when the 
course was completed, so another has been started. 
With this year’s courses we have added a two hundred 
fifty watt electric welding machine that speeds repair 
work and enables us to compete with any school any- 
where for actual essential construction and repair of 
any equipment on the farm. We also obtained through 
these courses a five-ton hydraulic floor jack and four 
adjustable jack stands, as well as numerous supplies of 
various kinds. 


Seventh and Eighth Grade Shop 


The seventh and eighth grade shop classes during 
the first part of the calendar year worked on the usual 
small projects including small pieces of furniture, toys, 
games, etc. It has been my idea to get the boys to 
take pride in their work, and to do what they did in a 
manner that would be an advertisement for the school. 
Because of this the boys have turned out fewer proj- 
ects, possibly used a little more lumber, but have done 
reasonably good work. 
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Recommendations 


Here are improvements we would appreciate, and 
with some of them ideas.on how they could be obtained 
reasonably: 


1. A larger woodworking shop to enable us: to do 
larger woodworking projects more safely. This could 
be done by removing the science laboratory and letting 
us have that room. We would remove part of the wall 
that is now between the two, and build a safe stairway 
to the forge shop. 


2. An adequate heating system for the whole shop 
building. 


3. New benches for the shop. These could be 
made in the shop, cheaply, from angle iron and hard- 
wood boards. These benches would be so constructed 
with metal frames that they could be stacked one on 
the other when they were not in use for any length of 
time. The benches now in use vary a half inch in 
thickness just from contact with the boys’ work 
through a period of years, are of softwood construction, 
are stationary and hard to keep neat. 


4. If the chemistry laboratory were removed, 
double doors should be installed facing the high school 
so that farm machinery could be taken into the larger 
shop for complete overhauling. 


5. The shop has been wired for 110-220. volts 
single phase current for the lights and welding, and 
220 volts three phase current for the heavier machin- 
ery. This puts the shop on an entirely separate line 
than the high school building and saves us blowing 
fuses on dark days. We now need some lighting fix- 
tures to use our light efficiently. The fixtures that are 
now in the shop were installed with the idea of saving 
money, and are so constructed that as the lights are 
turned on or off or moved in any way the wire cover- 
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ing wears until a short circuit results. Stationary 
lights with wall switches would be far more economical 
in the long run, and would give us better light with 
less power.

45 aday. We were handicapped by having no hot wa- 
ter system. ‘The work was done by the 7th, 8th, and 
9th grade girls. We charged 15 cents a meal and nine 
workers were fed free each day.

War Food Production and Processing 


A group of interested people met in February and 
March, 1943, at the high school for a course in Pro- 
duction, Conservation and Processing of Food for Fam- 
ily Use. It was the first time this federally sponsored 
course had been offered and the material covered was 
based on the interest of the group. The instruction 
given was through the exchange of ideas and informa- 
tion gained from experiences of the various members 
under the leadership of Iber Holmes, Home Economics 
Instructor, and Carroll Sanderson, Agriculture Instruc- 
tor. Bulletins were available from the Extension De- 
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partment of Durham; and Profressor Hepler from the 
Horticulture Department at the University gave an 
illustrated lecture on Garden Planning. 


Two meetings were devoted to the canning budget 
in which the women planned the amounts of various 
foods to can for their family needs. Other meetings 
discussed Hot Water Bath vs. Pressure Cooker; and 
Cold Pack Method vs. Open Kettle Method. An exhibit 
of various types of jars and top seals was shown and 
discussed. Demonstrations of meat and poultry canning 
were given and one lesson was devoted to the making 
of sauerkraut and another to the production and use of 
soy beans, with a demonstration of soy bean cookery. 
Other meetings were devoted to Planning the Victory 
Garden and raising chickens, rabbits, and pigs. 


The second course opened in June and continued 
until the second Saturday in October. The time was 
devoted exclusively to preservation. During July and 
August, women brought produce to school on Tuesday, 
Wednesday, and Thursday and canned it free of charge. 
Equipment was provided by the Home Economics De- 
partment and the Federal Government. An oil-burn- 
ing hot-water heater and storage tank were installed 
in the kitchen. Seven pressure cookers and eight hot 
water baths, as well as kettles, knives, sieves, quart 
measures, and a tin can sealer were available for use. 
The gas, electric, and oil stoves in the Home Economics 
kitchen provided heat free of charge. 


The tin can sealer was new to most of the women 
and a few cans were provided each woman if she wanted 
to learn to use metal containers. A dehydrator, pur- 
chased by Walter Holt, was also available for women 
who wished to dry vegetables and fruits. 


Twenty-eight women from Epping, Deerfield, San- 
down, and Raymond availed themselves of this oppor- 
tunity. There were no arbitrary rules of how you 
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must do the work. If you were experienced, you went 
about your work as usual. If you wanted advice you 
had other women, including the Home Economics in- 


structor, and the latest bulletins to consult. 


The wom- 


en cooperated in helping one another and there was a 
pleasant feeling of friendliness and sociability. 


The advantages of using the service offered by this 


course were listed by the women as: 
1. Saved cost of fuel at home. 
2. Use of equipment. 
3. Saved clutter at home. 
4. Helping one another. 
5. Sociability.
